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Students Are Back, 
900,000 of Them! 


Throughout 900.000 
students are registering for the new school 
vear—at least 31.000 more than last year. 
When they begin elasseés next week it will 
be under conditions that on the whole are 
greativ-improved over the previous year.

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It would be a mistake; however, to as- 
sume that the school problem in Georgia 
has been solved. Far from it. But progress 
has been made, is being made and will 
continue to be made as long as the peo- 
ple demand better educational opportuni- 
ties for their children and are willing to 
foot the bill. 

Speaking Tuesday in Gainesville, Dr. 
M. D. Collins said Georgia boys and girls 
have “vastly expanded educational oppor- 
tunities today.” 

He is right, of course, Free textbooks, 
equalization funds, vocational rehabilita- 
tion progress, visiting teachers, school 
lunchroom programs, better qualified and 
higher-paid teachers are part of the story. 

And the state’s physical facilities are 
being improved rapidly under the most 
ambitious building program in history. 
Through the State School Building Au- 
thority, supplemented by local expendi- 
tures, a 20-yeaf building program of 
around $250,000,000 is under way. This 
year thousands of students will attend 
schools in new, modern buildings. Many 
dilapidated firetraps are being abandoned. 


A look’over the state proves, too, that 
the goal of equal schools for Negroes is 
becoming a reality. In community after 
community splendid new schools, equal in 
all respects to-the white schools, are going 
up. It is encouraging and a credit to all of 
Georgia. While the nagging segregation 
problem will remain with us for an unfor- 
seeable time, the problem of inadequate 
schools for Negroes soon will no longer be 
on the conscience of our people. 

x * 


The picture everywhere is not so 
bright. Centered in Atlanta metropolitan 
area, for instance, is approximately one- 
third of the state’s total increase-in en- 
rollment. Atlanta ctty schools will have 
between 6,000 and 7,000 of the-total. De- 
Kalb County schools will have at least 
3.000 of it. Atlanta will have double 
sessions, classes in churches and other fa- 
cilities that must be pressed into use. 
When the current $5,000,000 local build- 
ing program is completed next year, there 
still will be a shortage ef 600 classrooms. 

An inequity in distribution of school 
funds under the Minimum Foundation 
Program continues to work hardships on 
Atlanta and similar areas with growing 
school populations. Since state , school 
funds are distributed on a basis of aver- 
age daily attendance of the previous year, 
the more than 10,000 new students in the 
Atlanta area will receive no state appro- 
priations until next year. This is unfair 
and should be corrected. Appropriations 
should be made where the students are. 

Georgia shows a determination to meet 
its school needs. There are more than 430,- 
000 children still under five years of age 
and the number grows each year. The ob- 
ligation to these youngsters can and will 
be met.

WASHINGTON—The usually solemn Secretary 
of State, John Foster Dulles, was in a mood of 
relaxed good humor at his news conference Tuesday. 


Dulles Has Doubts 


Meet 


He expotnded to the reporters on the glories of being fingerprinted, 
disclosed that he was the first pistol-packin’ secretary of state since 
Cordell Hull and announced that he was going off on-_his first two-week 
vacation since taking over the State Department. 


This last point may have ex- 
plained his sense of well-being but 
the real reason probably is_ that 
his foreign policy ideas are back 
in the ascendancy in Washington. 

Dulles has always had the en- 
thusiastic public support of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. For the Presi- 
dent's money, everybody in the 
cabinet is a paragon of*all the 
noble virtues’ but he has saved his 
favorite superlatives for the sec- 
tetary of state. 

Hie has had his troublés with the 
White House, a fact.that will un- 
doubtedly be officially denied both 


here .and- in Denver. His advice” 


has usually been followed. For. long 
periods, indeed, his control of for- 
eign policy. has been almost com- 
plete. But at critical points, usually 
when he seemed to be veering 
close to war with the Communists, 
the President has intervened and 
imposed a more moderate. line. 

Also, the record will show that 
ever Since the start of the Fisen- 
ehower administration, the Presi- 
dent's enthusiasm for a Big Four 
meeting with the Communists has 
dlways been greater than the sec- 
retary of state's. 

Though Mr. Dylles went along 
with the Geneva meeting in July, 
he wrote a memorandum -about it 
before: it took place which dis- 
closed his’ skepticism. This defined 
U.S. objectives at Geneva and

Dulles’ conclusion 
would be easier for Moscow to 
achieve its objectives there than 
Washington and from the _ begin- 
ning he was afraid that the con- 
ference might put the U.S. in the 
position of seeming to acquiesce in 
the present status quo in Europe. 

‘Accordingly, while almost every- 
body else has been smiling since 
Geneva, Dulles~has. had his 
doubts and he played an _ impor- 
tant part in the recent decision to 
start emphasizing the substantive 
differences thatrstill exist between 
Washington and Moscow. 

Now that the official line is to do 
a little frowning, Dulles is frown- 
ing officially but smiling inwardly, 
His line is that the United States 
showed its friendliness at Geneva 
and therefore the Soviet Union 
need have no fear of United States 
policy and can abandon its occu- 
pation of the Eastern European 
satellites and Eastern Germany. 

The Soviet line is precisely the 
opposite. They are saying that 
they showed. their friendliness’ at 
therefore the United 
States no longer needs the North 
Atlantic Tréaty system, the rearm- 
ament of Germany or the United 
States air bases in Europe. 

Meanwhile both sides have em- 
phasized the need to settle these 
differences without resort to fovce, 
so it will be difficult to change the 
status quo unless somebody pro- 
duces a totally different line. And

On high ground just outside 
Bremen in west Georgia is a ma- 
jor pumping and switching station 
on the mainline of the Plantation 
Pipe Line Co., carrier of petro- 
leum products. Gasoline in pre- 
mium and regular’ grades, kero- 


sene, tractor fuel, diesel fuel, heat-.- 


ing oil, etc., come to Bremen from 
Baton Rouge, La., by 12 and 18- 
inch pipes running side by side 
three to four feet underground. 

From Bremen, 10 and 14-inch 
lines continue to Greensboro, N.C., 
an eight-inch pipe branches off to 
Knoxville, Tenn., and a four-inch 
line feeds Columbus and Macon. 
Since the lines going out are small- 
er than those coming in, “there is 
a “tank farm’”’ fer temporary stor- 
age, 

Fach day giant pumps draw 
something like 250,000 barrels of 
petroleum in varying degrees of 
refinement to the Bremen station, 
there to be redistributed to deliv- 
ery points along the line, 

Georgia’s share. of this pe- 
troleum flow is nine million bar- 
rels a year. At 42 gallons to the 
barrel you can figure the gallon- 
age vourself. It’s good for much 
mileage, you can count on that. 

H. B. (Dutch) Dryer, Plantation 
manager at Bremen, showed me 
the panels, pumps, pipes and pro- 
tective devices that make up the 
installation. I would not attempt 
to explain on paper that.which I 
did not understand fully on the 
ground. But one thing especially 
impressed me, That is the way the 
Pipeline people, like other indus- 
tries, have put electronics to work. 

Microwave radio signals, for ex- 
ample, control the. equipment at 
Smith station north of Rome-on the 
Knoxville line. The high frequency 
impulses that activate your radio, 
your television and often your tele- 
phone have had to move over and 
make room for the —beam that 
sparks the oil pumps.

Faithfulness is standing by what 
you ‘believe, no matter what hap- 
pens. One of the grandest state- 
ments St. Paul made was this one: 
“I have kept the faith.’ Life dealt 


with him harshly but through it all 
he held to. his faith. When one 
turns aside from what he knows 
is the highest and best, he is. not 
keeping - faith. 

Seeond, the other part of faith is 
that when man faces up to life and 
knows that he is unable to get the 
best of it, he depends on a higher 
help. For me, faith means three 
things about God. (1) God created 
the world. That means that at the 
very heart of things are the princi- 
ples of God. For a time it may 
seem that evil will triumph but 
we remember how He said, ‘‘I am 
Alpha and Omega, the first and 
the last” (Rev. 1:8). God was the 
beginning, in the end God will win, 

(2) Faith means God cares, 
Thére come times when one feels 
forgotten and deserted. I wrote a 
boy who is now located thousands 
of miles away. He wrote me back,

Geneva Gives U.S. 


Toughest Test Yet 


WASHINGTON—The United States faces the 
toughest and most uncertain diplomatic test of 
all the post-war years when the Big Four foreign 


ministers meet in Geneva in another few weeks. 

There is still some tendency to bask in the warm afterglow of 
the summit talks but, unless I am greatly mistaken, we are going 
to find the next ‘Geneva’ conference a far different dish'of tea. 


The Soviet objective is to main- 
tain the status quo—a divided Ger- 
many, a divided Korea, no free 
elections in the satellite countries— 
and to hope that a period of re- 
laxation can rest upon acceptance 
of the status quo. 

The American objective is to re- 
fuse to accept the status quo, to 
insist upon the unification of Ger- 
many as essential to European 
stability and to consider that the 
amiability generated at the summit 
is expendable wnless it is to be 


used to settle the German problem

The Western position is 
there can be no real security, no 
real stability in Western Europe

It is open to Mr. Molotov to go 
to Geneva, smile blandly and sug- 
gest that German unification can 
easily wait—and wait—and wait. 

If the Soviet Union needed a 
period of relaxation from the more 
severe tensions of the cold war, 
the Kremlin has already got it by 
substituting cordiality for name 
calling. 

But Moscow’s massive cordiality 
seems to me a new Soviet tactic 
designed, not to promote settle- 
ment of the cold war, but to en- 
tice the Western nations into a 
sense of artificial security and a 
gradual weakening of our defen- 
sive strength. 

Secretary Dulles’ task will cer- 
tainly not be an easy one at 
Geneva. 

His first task will be to offer to 
Moscow genuine security guaran- 
ties in return for the unification 
of a Germany which will be free 
to decide whether it wishes to 
align itself with the West or be 
neutral. 

His second task will be to make 
it clear that if the Kremlin shows 
that it has no other word in its 
vocabulary but ‘‘nyet,’’ the conse- 
quence will inevitably be a return 
to the pressures and tensions of 
the cold war. 


Air Force’s ‘Flying Boxcar’ 
Has a Poor Safety Record 


The Air Force persists in keeping the heavy C.119 “Flying Box- 
car’ as a troop transport and carge hauler despite its continued bad 
record. This large aircraft has been brought into unfavorable focus 
by a series of accidents all over the world, before, during and after 
the Korean War, which was climaxed recently when two of them 
collided above the Black Forest in Germany. Both crashed in flames, 
bringing death to all of the 66 American servicemen aboard. 


Word has gotten around among 
pilots that the ‘Flying Boxcar’’ is 
a bad airplane, principally because 
it has only two engines and needs 
four, Under the best conditions 
each of its twin Pratt & Whitney 
4.300-cubic-inch engines. delivers 
3,800 horsepower, © sufficient to 
take its great weight of up to 74,000 
pounds off a runway and keep it 
ir. flight but if one engine fails the 
pilot has lost half of his power 
and most of his maneuverability. 
Exactly what brought about the 
latest tragedy will probably never 
be known but some factor—prob- 
ably engine trouble—caused one 
plane to break the formation in 
which it was flying, In doing so 
it struck a neighbor and both fell 
out of control, 

Planes weighing under 25,000 
pounds perform excellently’ with 
two engines but both designers and 
transportation companies realize 
that all big aircraft should have 
four power plants. That is a major 
operational trend and C. R. Smith, 
president of American Airlines, for 
one, has said that he will never 
buy another twin-engined passen- 


. 


ger plane. If a pilot loses one of 
four engines he still has 75 per 
cent of his power—enough to carry 
him to a safe landing. 

The main reason why the Air 
Force has kept the C-119 in op- 
eration appears to be its determi- 
nation to standardize on Pratt & 
Whitney 4,360-cubic-inch engine for 
its big aircraft. They are installed 
in the B-50, C-97, C-124 and the 
B-36, as well as in the “Flying 
Boxcar.”’ The latter is constructed 
by the Fairchild Corporation, 
which has made several modifica- 
tions in an attempt to get the bugs 
out of it but accidents continue 
and. all that seems to be shown is 
that the Air Force decision to have 
a big but twin-engined troop and 
cargo Carrier was a wrong one. 

Tf so much money has been ine 
vested in C-119s that the Air Force 
must continue to operate them, 
they should at least be confined 
to hauling freight, not humans.

NEW YORK, Aug., 31—The grand ballroom of the 
Sheraton-Astor Hotel looked like a giant grocery store 


this week. Good things to 


eat—some already in the 


shops, others to be available in a few weeks—were being 
shown to the trade at the first Fancy Food and Con- 


fection Show. 

The show, arranged by the 
National Association for the 
Specialty Food Trade, attracted 
more than 12,000 food buyers 
from delicacy shops and de- 
partment stores throughout the 
country. 

From Lyon, where France's 
best GO0King is done, came a 
superb canned ham. . Porkers 
fed on a special cereal diet pro- 
vide the meat for this import, 
which is dry-cured in salt in 


great wooden kegs, 


The hams, boned and ¢ooked, 
have a fine texture, a delicate 
rosy hue and a pleasingly mild 
flavor. They are cut into pa- 
per-thin slices like proscuitto, 
the Italian pepper-cured ham. 

Ranque & Co. of Lyon, which 
produces the hams, has sent 
them to hotels here for some 
time. Now they are available 
at retaii in a few stores. 

Some of the new Danish hams 
are displayed at the ‘show. 
These canned hams come. in 
two sizes, 24 ounces and about 
three pounds. But it is the sauce 
in which they are packed that 
makes them unusual. 

Sherry seasons one ham, 
Danish cherry wine another, 
and there is even a ham packed 
with Scotch whisky. 

Another French product in- 
troduced at the show was soup. 
The finest asparagus in France 
is grown around Villentrois, and 
it is from that district that the 
soup comes, In _ harvesting, 
some of the spears break or 
are bruised. It is these speci- 
mens, not suitable for bunch- 
ing, that are used to make the 
soup. 

A bakery in Reading, Pa., 
showed the handsome new 
black tin in which it packs its 
pretzels, both the thin buttery 
twists and the big, old-fashioned 
hand-twisted kind that are so 
good with beer. 

The pretzels are individually 
wrapped in cellophane and are 
neatly arranged in the tin, 
which is decorated with authen- 
tic Pennsylvania Dutch de- 
signs. The cover, which may 
be used as a tray, is painted 
with three figures in costumes 
of the region. 

A large company of import- 
ers, packers and distributors 
displayed some of its new gift 
food boxes, which will be avail- 
able next month.
